POISON gas tragedy 
dad Neil Shepherd 
broke down in tears 


yesterday after carrying 
his children's tiny coffins 
at their funeral. 

His daughter Christianne, 
seven, and son Robert, six, 
were suffocated in their Greek 
holiday bungalow beds by 
carbon monoxide poisoning 
from a faulty boiler. 

Car spares company boss Neil, 
38, and his teacher partner Ruth 
Beatson, 27, were left comatose 
and fighting for life 13 days ago, 
but recovered after hospital treat- 
ment on Greek holiday isle Corfu. 

Yesterday Neil battled to contain 
his emotions as he carried 
Christianne's oak coffin into St 
John's Church, near the family's 
home in Wakefield, West Yorks, as 
a single bell tolled.

A BRITISH al-Qaida 
fanatic who plotted 
mass murder was 
caged for at least 40 
years yesterday. 


Evil Dhiren Barot, 34, was 
arrested just weeks before 
unleashing his plan to kill 
thousands in terror attacks 
in Britain and the US. 


The once normal Brit school- 
boy who turned crazed 
Muslim convert aimed to hit 
major landmark buildings as 
well as blowing up a Tube 
train under the Thames. 

The masterplan would have 
caused “carnage, bloodshed 
and butchery” on a “colossal 
and unprecedented scale”, 
said Mr Justice Butterfield as 
he jailed Barot for life, order- 
ing him toserve a minimum of 
40 years. 

Passing the sentence - one of 
the toughest ever imposed by 
a British court — the judge 
added: *Your intention was to 
murder, but it went further. It 
was designed to strike at the 
very heart of democracy and 
the security of the state." 

If Barot had succeeded, “it 
would have affected thousands 
personally, millions indirectly 
and ultimately the whole 
nations of the US and the UK," 
the judge added at London's 
Woolwich Crown Court. 

Security sources described 
Barot, of Kingsbury, north- 
west London, as one of the 
most senior al-Qaida terrorists 


they had caught. 
Scotland Yard's anti-terror 
chief Deputy Assistant

Commissioner Peter Clarke 
said: “If anyone thinks Barot 
was some sort of loner on a 
sole mission, they are wrong. 

"There is no shadow of a 
doubt that he is a dedicated, 
long-term, highly-skilled 
murderer." 

Barot was arrested in 2004 
after a surveillance operation 
by MI5 when police decided he 
was simply too dangerous to 
leave on the streets any longer. 

Edmund Lawson QC, prose- 
cuting, told the court: “The 
evidence is that the conspira- 
tors were in the final stages of 
implementing the conspiracy. 

“Barot’s arrest frustrated the 
plan and but for the police 
intervention it is likely it 
would have happened.” 

The court had heard how 
police found computer files, 
detailed notes and books 
revealing the plans. 

Barot admitted conspiracy to 
carry out murder in the UK 
and US - the first Brit Muslim 
to admit plotting a mass casual- 
ty terror attack in this country. 

He showed no emotion as the 
judge said: “You trained for 
years in Pakistan to wreak 
indiscriminate death and 
destruction on the Western 
world.” 

After the case Tony Blair’s 
official spokesman said the 
Prime Minister welcomed the 
fact that a threat to national 
security had been dealt with. 

Seven other men, who deny 
involvement, are due to stand 
trial next year.

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Shocked jury watch hotel plunge daughter give evidence on video

A CHESS prodigy 
who died in a plunge 
from a hotel balcony 
yesterday accused 
her dad of constantly 
raping her - from 
beyond the grave. 


A hushed court saw 
Jessie Gilbert telling police 
on video how her dad crept 
into her bed for sex from 
when she was just eight. 

The gifted youngster, who 
wanted to go to Oxford 
University and become a doc- 
tor, died aged 19 in July after 
falling eight floors during a 
chess tournament in the 
Czech Republic. 

But Jessie, who won the 
World Women's Amateur 
Chess title at just 11, had 
earlier given police a harrow- 
ing account of how her dad — 
Ian Gilbert, 48 a Royal Bank 
of Scotland director — put his 
hands over her mouth and 
undid her clothes. 


The jury heard it was just 
one of a string of sex attacks 
by her “controlling bully" 
father, driving her to her first 
suicide bid two years ago. 

Jessie claimed he first 
attacked her the night before 
a family holiday to Cornwall. 

She said: "I was asleep and 
he came in and sat on the bed. 
He said to not say anything, 
he put his hand over my 
mouth. Then he took off the 
trousers of my pyjamas and 
raped me. I didn't scream

because he had his hand over 
my mouth and I was scared." 

Visibly upset jurors at 
Guildford Crown Court heard 
Jessie saying that her sisters 
were in their bedrooms and 
her mum was downstairs. 

She said he next abused her 
a year later and attacked her 
seven more times. 

The court heard that each 
time he scared her into 
silence. Jessie said: *He said: 
‘I will kill you or one of your 
sisters if you tell anybody’.” 

Asked why she had not 
made the allegations when 
interviewed in 2003, she 
replied: *I didn't want anyone 
to know. I still don't want my 
mum to know and I don't 
want my sisters to know." 

In the second video inter- 
view, recorded in July 2004, 
Jessie said she had not seen 
him for over a year since a 
fight over a computer. 

She told detectives he had 
tried to strangle her, adding: 
“T hate him and never wish to 
see him again." 

She revealed her ordeal to 
pals in May 2004 after getting 
drunk. But they told their 
parents, who broke the news 
to Jessie's mum. 

Days later she was rushed to 
hospital from her home in 
Waldingham, Surrey, after 
swallowing 200 pills. She later 
told police she had fully 
intended to take her own life. 

Her dad and mum divorced 
and he remarried in 2004. He 
denies five counts of rape.
